Such schools ure attached to every 
mosque in the empire. ‘The tbtidalyeh, 
or secoudary schools, ufford opportunl- 
ties for learning geography, arithmetic, 
history and the modern languages, but 
there ure ouly twenty of these schools 
in all Constantinople for a million and 
more of people, The medresseh, or col- 
leges, teach philosophy, logic, rhetorie, 
theology and Turkish law and general- 
ly take the place of the universities 
found in other countries, They are the 
lighest educational fostitutlons main- 
tained by the Turkisb government.

The Rev. Francis Landey Patton, 
D.D., LL.D., has surprised his friends, 
and Princeton University by retiring 
from the Presidency of that institu- 
tion. He will not, however, resign 
entirely from connection with it, 
but will hold the chair in Biblical in- 
struction, ethics and philosophy of 
religion, His reason for this step 
is that he wishes to carry out more 
extensively the literary plans which 
he has under way, and from which 
his duties as President withdrew toe 
much of his time, 

Canadian interest in Prof Pattoh 
arises from.-the fact that he was 
trained at the University of ‘oron- 
to and at Knox College. He was 
born in Bermuda in 18438. After his 
course in Canada Dr. Patton studied 
theology at Princeton, and graduat- 
ed there in 1865. He was ordained 
to the ministry by the Presbytery of 
New York in that year. He was 
then pastor successivly of the Eigh- 
ty-fourth Street Presbyterian Church, 
New York, for two years; the: Dres- 
byterian church at Nyack for three 


years, and the South Church of 
Brooklyn. In 1872 he became pro- 


fessor of didactic and polemical theo- 
logy in the theological seminary in 
Chicago, now called McCormick Sem- 
{nary. From 1873 to 1876 Dr, Pat- 
ton edited The Interior, the Presby- 
terflan denominational paper in Chic- 
ago. Out of this relation grew the 


famous ‘‘Swing case,’’ the controver- 
sy between Dr, Patton and Prof 
David Swing, resulting in .. Prof. 


Swing’s trial for heresy, and, after 
active prosecution by Dr. Patton, 
his leaving the churcn. 

Dr. Patten has written 
books on ‘religious subjects, 
contributing to the magazines. -‘' A 
Treatise on the Inspiration of the 
Scriptures,’ “A Summary of Chris- 
tian Doctrine’ and ‘The Doctrine of 
Future Retribution’ are titles of 
some of his works. 

Dr. Patton continued at MecCor- 
mick till 1887, and was during the 
latter part of his stay in Chicago, 
in addition to his other employ- 
ments, pastor of the Jefferson Park 
Presbyterian Church. Ho was the 
representative from the United States 
to the Pan-Presbyterian Council at 
Edinburgh in 1878, and in the 
same year he was Moderator of the 
United States Presbyterian General 
Assembly which met at Saratoga. In
